Death of Rev. Dr. J. E. Evans. 

MAcon, Ga., May 20.—[Special.]—The death 
of Rev. Dr. J. E. Evans, presiding elder of the 
Augusta circuit, which took place on Tuesday 
night in Thomson, removes one of the most 
patriarchal figures in the Southern Methodist 
church. Next after the lamented Lovick 
Pierce, perhaps ‘‘Uncle Jimmie Evans,” as he 
was familiarly called by those who had grown 


up in the church under him, was the best | 


known man in Georgia. 

Rev. J. T. Lowe, who-accompanied the re- 
rains to this place, gives the particulars of his 
death thus: On Saturday morning Dr. Evans 
went to Thomson to assist Mr. Lowe in the 
conduct of a meeting held at that place. Ow- 
ing to the rain there were no services at the 
church on Tuesday. That night he repaired 
to the house of Mr. Curtis and after 
family prayers went to his room up stairs. As 
was his custom he arranged his clothes for the 
morrow, laid out his razor and shaving cup 
fora shave in the morning, and then, soit 
seems, sat down upon the side of the bed. 
About 8:30 o’clock Mrs. Curtis heard a noise in 
his room as if some one had fallen, and going 
to the stairway called out to him, There was 
no response, and soon after Mr. Curtis en- 
deavored to get into the room but found it 
locked. Failing to get an answer, Mr. 
Cuitis broke the glass window, and on 
looking in discovered Dr. Evans lying on 
the floor. Gaining access to the room, Mr. 
Curtis found that Dr. Evans was dead. It is 
supposed that he died of apoplexy; and in 
falling struck his head against the back of a 
chair near the bed. The marks of the chair 
could be seen on his face. Dr. Evans was in 
his 77th year. His ministerial life extends 
over more than half a century. 

His daughters are Mrs. Danielsand Mrs. 
Glass, of Macon, Mrs. Patillo, of Griilin, and 
Mrs. Strong, of Savannah. 

Today at 11 a. m.a large crowd gathered at 
Mulberry street Methodist church to;pay their 
respects to tho distinguished dead.

The Garrett ee seney is sftuated on the Rape 
hannock river miles south of Frederi¢ke- 
burg and two miles north-of the village of Pott | 
Royal,on the same river. On the north side of 
the river, opposite this village, ig Port Conway. 
To this place Booth came the sundigafternoon after 
the assassination. He sent Harngapeross the river 
to Port Royal to know if there wefe any confederate 
officers there. Learning that there were, he.and 
Harrold went across the river and were 
met by Lieutenant Ruggles and a young man, 
Willie Jett. It seems that Harrold was very 
confiding in his communications to these young 
men, and had tmformed them who Booth was, 
This very mvch displeased Boothe, who very se- 
verely chided Harrold sat his indiscretion. 


Miss H. said that ébout noon on Monday three 
men came from tke main road down the lane to 
Mr. Richard Hé@ify Garrett’s hqpse, where I was 
residing in thecapacity of teacher.

They returned by dinner, and dt the dinner 
table told what they had heard of thé murder of 
the president. § Booth was present’ 
and Miss H. says was an intent listener,without the 
slightest emotionor any change of countenauce ex- 
cept that of great surprise,which pérvaded all seat- 
ed at the table. [Mr. Garrett, Sr., véfy qhickly re- 
marked: “I hope it is notgo. I believe it would be 
one of the greatest calamities that could “befall 
us.”’ Booth, up tothis time silent and without 
emotion, a little'excitedly said: “Do you think 
that?”

authorities at Washington of Booth’s whereabouts 
This he did by telegraphing from Milford’s

burg, Va., and while waiting for the authorities 


to capture him, he spent the most of bis time in 


Bowling Green, Va., paying court jo his lady love. 
But young Jett never spent a happy dey afterward, 
He had caused the death of his father’s #14 friend, 
Mr. Garrett, from treatment received at the hands 
of the federal soldiers: had his two sons imprison- 
ed for a year or two,and brought pecaniary 
ruin upon the entire f .

Whitner, of Atlanta, arose and said : 

Mr. President: Great dutiesneed no introduction, 
and so J will come to the performance of what is a 
great praeare, one that has been in my heart all 
the while, and that is to propose for unanimous re- 
election to the office of — dent the name of Mr. 
Clarence Knowles. [Applause,]. Mr. President, 
from that demonstration you are Satisfied, and so 
are we all, that no further words are needed from 
me. I propose an immediate election. 

Major Livingston Mims arose and said: 

I am not content to let the occasion pass without 
saying a word and more than oer remarking, 
“Them’s my sentiments.” While the person is 
absent we can say many things without restraint 
and without disguise. Itis we 1 known the success 
of this association is due in very great measure to 
his ability, to his great selfguidance avd the ad- 
mirable quality that he possesses of uniting all the 
members in harmonious action and feeling. 

In view of these facts, the association fears a 
serious mistake might be made by electing a new 
man at thistime who, perhaps, could not bring to 
the discharge of the duties of president great 
experience and the exercise of these qualities 
for which he has head = such merited 
praise, It occursto me that heis the man above 
ail others just on this occasion and at this time 
who will ‘‘fillthe bill.”
